The Thanksgiving Meeting. 

Last Sunday's great Thanksgiving Meeting will long be remembered. 
There bas never been an occasion in Anglo- Jewish history which brought 
together such enormous crowds as those that packed the London Opera 
House and overflowed into the Kingsway Theatre. Never before, too, has 
such enthusiasm been displayed as that which greeted the various speeches. 
It was a splendid sight. It was more—it was a heartening tribute to the 
hold which Jewish idealism has on the Jewish masses, and to the 
capacity of the Jewish temperament for responding to the. magic touch 
of a great and inspiring issue. That, to our mind, was the meeting's 
most arresting feature, for it proved that, despite our history for genera- 
tions, the Jewish character remains as susceptible as ever to nobler calls and 
will never fall short of the grand argument. But it is a profound satistac- 
tion to know also that in its strivings, the Jewish spirit is fortified by the 
eatnest sympathy of non-Jews throughout the country, messages of 
approvalof the Zionist Movement having been transmitted, weare told, from 
fourteen Bishops of the Church of England, eight Bishops of the Catholic 
Chorch, many leaders of other religious denominations, over tvo hundred 
Privy Councillors and Members of Parliament, and many other leaders 
of public opinion. In Zionism, indeed, Jew and non-Jew have found a 
bond of brotherhood, and that is not its least merit, 


The Corner-Stone. 


Tue demonstration was primarily, of course,a great Jewish manifesta- 
tion. It celebrated a great jewish canse and a memorable Jewish 
triumph, for it heralded the dawn of a new eraof heightened se)f-respect 
for the race. This Jewish aspect was emphasised in particular by Mr. 
Hereerr whose address, with-its passionate if restrained 
‘idealism, stafesmanlike grasp, noble phrasing, aud the intense belief in the 
Jewish people it manifested, reached heights of true andlofty elequence and. 
was eminently wortby of the occasion. Mr. SAMUEL showed that the estab- 
lishment of a Jewish National Home, so far from injuring the majority of 
‘Jews who remain in the land of their birth or adoption, will give 
them a new dignity; and the sentiment significantly drew the cheers of 
Lorp. Ropertr Cxrcit and other non-Jews present. At the same 
time the non-Jewish significance of the event forced itself, as it 
was bound to do, upon the minds ef the speakers. It was pointed 
out, with profound truth, that the Government Declaration was no isolated 
phenomenon-begotten of a great calamity, nor a mere political move 
called for by current events, but was part and parcel of British tradition 
and policy—a fact which has its own trumpet-toned lesson for British 
Jews, some of whom appear just now so much concerned for their British 
citizenship. The restoration of a Jewish Palestine, it was shown, even 
transcends these wide limits. Itis an eveht of world-wide import. As 
Lorp Ropert Cecit said, it is the first constructive effort that the British 
Government has made in the new settlement of the world after the war 
—an effort which will have a far-reaching influence on the history of 
mankind—and of that new world Ziovism has become the corner-stone. 
Every Christian speaker spoke of. the hope of a resettled Jewry, 
giving from the innermost heart of a true Jewish culture a new moral 
impulse to war-worn mankind. How can Jews—even though but a few 
Jews—alone remain cold to this glowing vision? The speakers struck a 


statesmanlike note ia the call for a warm entente between Jews and | 


their Arab and Armenian neighbours, and the meeting showed, by the 
welcome -it- extended to the representatives of those ancient peoples,

that it realised the justice as well as the policy of this demand. 
Jewish Nationalists are conscious that it 


is no rose-strewn path 
that stretches before them in Palestine. 


They understand the manifold 
trials that await. them—what great mission would be great were such 
things absent? But they will try, in the inspiring words which Dr. 
WEIZMANN addressed to them at the close of this never-to-be forgotten 
gathering, to live np to their new hope and be worthy of the responsi- 

‘ bilities which they have shouldered. God grant that that may be!

Leeds and the Chief Rabbinate. 


IN our pews columns will be found further references to the trouble 
which has arisen in Leeds regarding the jurisdiction of the Cuizr RABBI. 
The incident is said to be traceable, if not entirely, then in large measure, 
to war conditions—the question, to be more precise, of war service for 
| those who claim the status of ministers. But it is only fair to Dr. HERTZ 
| to say that there was trouble in Leeds even in the days when the late 
Dr. ADLER was Chief Rabbi. Our Leeds coreligionists demand com- 
plete autonomy in religious matters. To this local religious organisation 
the JewisH CHRONICLE has not been unsympathetic. But, as we 
understand the attitude now taken up by our Leeds coreligionists, they 
go a good deal further. What they ask is not merely that they should 
} be free to manage their own affairs in their own way, but that 
the Culler Rasei sbould renounce the right of every sentient 
person to express an .opinion upon their decisions if he should 
be asked to do so. This surely is not merely to govern them- 
selves but to govern others too! It is adding to self-government the 
powers of a dictatorship, and going far beyond anything that any body 
1 of sensible persons has ever asked or dreamed of asking in this or any 
1 cther free Community. TheCrier Rass! bas quite naturally refased to 


concede-sucha claim, or to say or do asything which he conscientiously 


{ believes. inimical to Jewish interests. And in this he will certainly 
receive the cordial. support of all Anglo-Jewry. The question that, we

if it will now ear-mark the 33th Battalion of the Royal- Fusiliers for 
service in that country, not only will the fitness of things be recog:

an unquestionable Jewish objective. The* present moment, when 
the Palestinian pronouncement is still cinging in our ears, is an

the zeal of the Jewish soldiers themselves, it would attract eligible Jews 
to the Battalions, and would add to the interest felt in them by the rest 
of the Community. In short, it would wipe out the unhappy mistake 
that was made, when a Jewish Regiment, with a distinctively Jewish 
badge assigned to it, was announced, and which turned out to be, at that 
time, merely a device for making conscription easier in a certain direction. 
ft was this that caused many, who, like ourselves, beartily favoured the 
formation of a Jewish Regiment, and would glory in seeing coreligionists 
badged with the Magen David, to oppose either the name or the distinc. 
tive sign being attached to the Battalions, as the authorities then 
eonceived them. But the declaration of the Government concerning 
Palestine—and especially Lorv Rowert Cecit’s speech at Sunday's 
meeting—bas introduced an element that was, we imagine, not then 
present to those who had charge of this particular matter; and we see no 
reason why the Government, by definitely co-ordinating—favourite word — 
tie Battalion for Jews with their Palestine policy, should aot restore both 
the original name and badge. | 


Cheir Care and Comforts. 


fx this latter connection we would cal particular attention to the forma- 
tion of a Sub-Committee, the “Care and Comforts Committee,” of the 
Battalion under the Chairmanship of Mrs. J. H. Herrz (the wife of 
the Chief Rabbi). The object of the Sub-Committee, as its name 
indicates, is to provide such comforts for the men as are not available 
eut of Army Funds, The appeal is one which no Jew should resist, for 
all of us desire to make the lives of our coreligionists in this Battalion 
spon which so much depends, as happy and contented as may be. The 
appeal is, of course, not limited to the Jews of the metropolis. The men 
of the Battalion are drawn from all parts of the country, and it is 
earhestly suggested that provincial Jews should form local committees, to 
work in co-operation with that in London. We may also point out that 
a special obligation to assist lies upon those coreligionists who opposed 
the formation of a Jewish Regiment, or any unit bearing the name 
Jewish. These gentlemen promised, when their views on the name 
were conceded, to do all in their power to promote the success 
of the movement; and, apart from their feelings as Jews, that pledge 
of theirs may surely be prayed in aid—not, we hope, without 
success. We should like, at the same time, to call the attention of the 
authorities to the slow working of the machinery of transference from 
other units. There are many Jewish soldiers who naturally desire to 
pin a Regiment which offers the benefits of Sabbath rest, Kasher food, 
and Jewish comradeship, but the process of transfer seems to travel 
with leaden feet. We trust, for several reasons, that the machine in 
this respect will be speeded up. Case after case has come to ‘our 
notice which go to prove that men would feel themselves all the more 
keen on their job if they could join the Battalion; but they are not given

IN THE

BY MENTOR. 


NEXT SUNDAY’S DEMONSTRATION, 
A Thanksgiving. 


OQ! the present writer has made no mistake in point of date. He 
refers to next Sunday, and not to last. But he would be far from 
saying that the two occasions do not correlate. uite on the 
contrary, their relativity leaps to the eyes, to employ a French 


idiom. For thé Chanacab Feast of Thanksgiving, which opens on Sunday, 
celebrates a great national triumph for our people, just as did the remarkable 


meeting that rendered last Sunday a notable day in local Communal bistory 


fhic statement, it is to be supposed, will shock some of those good people 
who, with minds mystically bent, are always so anxious lest events in Israel’s 
past that have gone to form the basis of our sacred memories, that have 
entwined themselves in our sacred_ritual, should be bronght down to earth 
and within the ambit of our common every-day lives; just as they always 
resent any bappening of to-day being assigned to the region of religion or 
the sacred, ‘This ts specially so with events that, affecting our people as a 
whole, go to make up our people’s history. “In those days,’ to uote the 
(}anueab liturgy everything was unfathomable miracle. Ip these days 
nothing is other than secular commonplace. They do not perceive bow, 
regarding what has become sacred tradition in the light of our everyday lives, 
must tend to grip that tradition the closer to our hearts and souls. Nor do 
they see that the investing of current happenings witb the sacred must tend 
immeasurably to raise them in the estimation with which we contemplate 
ihem. 


\ HAT then was at the root of the events which made the Maccabeans 

glorious for all days’? It was the assertion by a comparative 
handful of our people of their nationa! heritage as Jews and their determi- 
pation to preserve it, despite the carroding forces within and the powers 
ihat assailed it from without. And that was precisely the sentiment that 
swayed the spirit of those who forgathered and demonstrated on Sunday 
last. They rejoiced and rendered thanks because a concatenation of 
events bad enabled the British Government to promise Jews help and 
assistance in recovering that National heritage, that heritage of Nationality 
which for two thousand years Jews have faithfully nursed, or, rather, it 
were more correct to say, faithful Jews have nursed, as a cherished tradition 
and a sure hope. 


A NERA will dissent from this way of. viewing the 

wonderful events celebrated by the Chanucah Feast. They will 
contend that what the Maccabeans rose to save was not Jewish Nationality 
but Jewish Religion, because the “Dora” of those days rendered it an 
ofience for Jews to observe the tenets of their faith, and against tbat 
ihe never-to-be-forgotten family revolted. In a sense that is true, but, only 
superficially. For Religion and Nationality are so intertwined in Judaism, 
are practically in essentials so inseparable, that it were impossible to save 
the one without preserving the other, if indeed, in the Jewish people they 
can in any circumstances be deemed distinct. And, Jewish Nationalists 
to-day, even those who set no store upon religion, are willy-nilly helping to 
preserve his faith to the Jew, just as the all-religionist towhom Nationalism 
is taboo, is, by his devotion to Jewish creed, practice, and ritual, assisting 
to keep in being the sentiment of Jewish Nationality. The Carpenter is 
botind to help the Goldsmith, andthe Goldsmith the Carpenter, whatever 
their respective intentions. The unhelpful ones are those who will work 
neither at the gold nor at the wood. Why the Goldsmiths and the Carpenters 
eo ploy their time and energy in fighting one another, instead of combining 
against the unhelpful drones who are the real burden of Jewry, passes 
vuuderstanding. That, however, by the way. 


O we not know that, albeit indirect and through their religion, the 
attack of Antiochus was upon the Nationality of the Jews in the 
Maccabean period ? It was their National spirit he would break. What cared 
this pagan about the practice or the non-observance of any religion? And 
i! it bad been only the Jewish religion that the Maceabeans were determined 
to defend and uphold, and not Jewish Nationality—of which the religion was 
ihe sure shield just as in turn Jewish Nationality was the secure protector of 
the religion—they could with much greater ease have won their fight in 
another way than by entering upon a prolonged campaign against the Greek 
hosts. They conld, for instance, have been content with doing what our 
people have for centories been content  with—the practice of 
their faith even secretly and under disguise. But that was not 
the Maccabean objective. They saw the rot that bad set in because of the 
influence of Greek culture. They had their leagues—of Grecian Jews 
professing—notable word!—the Jewisb religion, and practising it in all 
sorts of strange ways so as to make its adherents appear as nothing save 
Greeks of the Jewish persuasion. The Maccabeans, like Nationalists of 
these later days, had flung at them texts from the old prophets by the yard 
with the object of restraining them from anything in the nature of active 
defence of Judaism ; to induce them to stand still and wait, and rely upon 
the working of God in His good time—and all the rest of the anti- 
Nationalist propaganda we bear abroad at the moment. 7 


H! but we shall be told there were miracles “in those days.” Exactly ;— - 


if miracles they must be called—as anyone with faith or reason must 
believe. There was, for instance, the miracle tbat allowed the small ration 
of oil for the temiple lamp’to last for eight days. And are there no miracles 
iD these days, cleatly ‘visible to the one who has but a glimmer of imagina- 
tion, or an atomof commonsense? There are.. And surely no more telling 


txample eoald ‘be given than the miraculous manner in which the com. . 


Paratively tiny reserve of conscious Nationalism bas been the means of 
keeping the perpetual light of Judaism burning for two thousand years, to 
illomine for us the dark and difficult byways of our history, and which is now 
at last shining brightly, irradiating our path to the goal. of our. eternal 
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Justice. 


Foreign and Dominion News. . 


The Pogroms in Russia. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT] PETROGRAD. 


The Maximalisis, the deserters, the Black Hundreds, and the mob in genera! 
are reaping the harvest sown among the ignorant masses by numerous irrespon- 
sible agitators, idealist dreamers, and German spies. At Belgorodeck, Skwira, 
and Rzev serious pogroms took place, during which many houses an] shops of 
Jews were plundered on a wholesale scale. The pogrom agitation has also spread 
to Novogeorgievsk. Smolensk, and Orgeyeff, where the Jews are threatened witb 
serious trouble. Searches with a view to finding alleged hidden {ood stores have 
already begun there and were accompanied by the usual thefis and molestations. 
At Kostroma, the Jews formed a Self-Defence Corps to protect their houses and 
businesses, as no reliance could be placed on the weak militia and the “moral 
persuasive  efiorts of the Council of Workmen and Soldiers. 

At Odessa, the General Commanding the Forces proclaimed his determination 
to suppress any attempt to atiack the Jews, but a large part of the garrison cpenly 
declared its “neutrality” in the event of a pogrom. The Bolsheviks and the 


Blac h Hundreds among the troops state that they will] disobey orders to disperse 
anti-Semitic rioters. 


The Blood Libel.

The large Jewish Community of Mohileff has spent many anxious days. 
True to their usual tactics, the Black Hundreds used to their advantage the 
disappearance of a three-year-old boy, the son of a Colonel, in order to renew the 
ritual libel charge. Happily, when the situation was very threatening, the boy 
was found unhurt and the innocence of the Jes wasthus proved. Unfortunately 
the anti-Semites declined to lay down their arms, and the next weapon thev iatro- 
duced into the struggle was the tale of food-storing by Jews.

The Laura Kadoorie Schoo! in Bagdad. 


[FROM OUR CORKESPONDENT.} SHANGHAL, 


According to advices to hand from Bagdad, Genera! Sir Stanley Maude, 
accompanied by General G. Hanker and others, visited the Laura Kadoorie School 
last summer and expressed thew sincere and warm appreciation of the magnificent 
building and the arrangement made for the accommodation of the schoo! girls 

Since the evacuation of Bagdad by the Turks the schoo! had been reopened 
with a very strong list of children: numbering over 1,300, the English language 


naturally becoming the principal in the list of the school s curriculum, In 1915 - 


the Turks took over the school for the use of about 2,000 refugees who had 
suffered {rom the flood, and thereafter it was used as a hospital. Considerable 
damage was done to the building, but Mr. E. S. Kadoorie, of Shang!iai, its 
founder, on being informed of its condition, gave instructions to his Pagdad agenis 
to attend to its repair and to enlarge it by purchasing any spare ground adjacent 
to it. This'sthool; which is now the pride of Bagdad Jewry, is one of the three 
finest structures that adorn the famous city. It was endowed by Mr. Kadoorie in

Sir,—Will you kindly aftord us the hospitality of your columns to call attention 
to the appeal being made by H.R.H. Princess Christian, President of the East 
London Nursing Society, to raise 45,000 dn the occasion of its Jubilee. The 
money is wanted to purchase, alter, and equip two houses in the Bow Road, as 
a Home urgently needed for the Nurses, and to provide a Fund for the general 
maintenance of the work. 

The Society, which cultivates friendly relations with the clergy of all denomi- 
mations, provides trained nurses for the sick poor in their own homes without 
distinction of race or creed. During the past thirty-six years (the only figures 
available) it has spent £34,102 in attending 153,512 cases, necessitating 3,262,691 
visits. In 1916 the figures were 4,031 cases and 59,403 visits, excluding 2,236 
cases of children treated at the L.C.C.'s school centres at Poplar and Wapping, 
involving in addition 1,125 home visits. As during the past few years the pro. 
portion of Jewish cases bas reached nearly a quarter of the total, the paramount 
claim of the Society upon the support of the Jewish Community will be generally 
admitted. Hitherto, from lack probably of advocacy, this claim has been most 
inadequately met. 

We think if the above facts are made known the Jewish public will take 
pride in discharging a debt, long over due, on behalf of the Jewish sick poor of 
East London, It will not, we trust, be deemed extravagant if we express the 
hope that we may be successful in raising as a specific Jewish conteibution at 
least a quarter of the £5,000 for which Princess Christian appeals. May we ask

FIRST DISTRIBUTION, 

The Soup Kitchen was formally opened by Lord RortiiscniLp on Mondav. 

Sir CHARLES HENRY, Bart., M.P., the President, said that the war had 
neces. tated many changes in customs, and they thus were obliged to discontinue 
sherr evening distributions for this, as he fervently hoped, the last winter of the war. 
One condition, however, was unchangeable, and that was the interest everevinced 
by the House of Rothschild in the welfare of the Community and the ameliora. 
on of the condition of their poor. During the last two or three years the 
Rothechild family bad suffered severe losses. It was not many days since that 
Maior Evelyn de Rothschild’ bad met a gallant death, and the Community wa® 
ibe poorer by the loss of a young man full of promise who gave 
every indication of working whole-heartedly. for the Community. He (Sit 
Charles) felt that he was but voicing the sentiments of all in conveying to Mrs: 
Leopold de Rothschild the sympathy of the British Jews of this country. They were 
grateful to Lord Rothschild for the interest he evinced in their charity, and 
although be (Sir Charles) differed from Lord Rothschild in bis doings elsewhere, 
he had always received from him the courtesy and consideration for which bis 
family was justly renowned. He would like in all bumility tosuggest thattheexample 
of Lord Rothschild might be taken by a former colleague of them both, in the 
House of Commons. At a meeting, recently held, that gentleman had taken the 
opportunity of indulging im cheap sneers and gibes at a newly formed organisation. 
These were expressed with the dogmatism and conceit characteristic of that 
gentleman. He hoped Lord Rothschild would endeavour to end the strife that 
obta ned, and to see that the unity of British Jews should not suffer. It was 
possible that in the coming season larger demands would be made upon their 
organisation, 

Lorp RoTMsScHILD thanked Sir Charles Henry for the references he bad 
made to his family. With the world seethirg with grief and horror at 
ibe fearful catastrophe of war, he deplored that the Community should be split 
intwo upon a question to which, if they were carefully and dispassionately 
debated, he doubted not they were capable of finding a solution without bringing 
disruption mm what had always been a happy family. It gave him great pleasure to 
identify himself with what he would term their venerable institution. He under- 
stood that the Jewish Soup Kitchen was one of the oldest establishments of its 
kod, and a pioneer in the movement for providing free meals for poor people. 


He spoke of the difficulties of obtaining certain articles of food, and of the future, \ N a et 
when it was feared that evén a greater tax would devolve upon them. It behoved | () P N 
all of them to see that the finances of the institution were kept up to the high- ' | ; | 
water mark.

He said that all arrangements had been 
made for. obtaining food over the present winter, and, providing their activities 
were not prohibited by the Food Controller, they would be enabled to continue 
ther distributions as heretofore. The amownt of food distributed was 75 per cent.

Mr. GEORGE A. ConEN seconded tbe motion. 

Mr. HERMANN LANDAU spoke of the unbounded generosity of the Rothscbild 
family and declared that although he himself was one of the champion beggars of 
the Community, be had never been refused money at New Court. He hoped that 
the Soup Kitchen would long. retain its present President, who, 
with Lady Henry, so admirably presided over iis destinies. With reference to 
the division of opinion that existed in the Community, be had to tell them the 
good news that an important step had been taken which ought to lead to perfect 
unity.

THE CHIEF RABBI'S AUTHORITY. 


THE REPUDIATED LETTER. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.4 


The much-discussed letter from the local congregations to the Chief Kaphi 
was the subject of animated and protracted proceedings at the anoual nomination 
meeting of the members of the Old Iebrew Congregation on Sunday. Mr [ 
LIGHTMAN, President, presided, 

Arising out of the confirmation of the minutes, the minute relative to the 
letter was challenged, and attention was drawn to the disclaimer which appeared 
in the Juwise’ CHRONICLE of the 30th November, and the question was asked 
by what cightindividuals took upon themselves to state that the letter in question 
was not authorised, whereas, as a matter of fact, it was the outcome of the action 
of the Executive. 

Mr. S. LUGELSK( pointed out that the constitutional position of the congre: 


/ gation under the Chief Rabbi's Fund was fixed by the general body of the 


members, and he questioned the right of the Council to interfere therewith wiih 
out first obtaining the sanction of the general body of the members. 

Mr. J. Lusets«t asked the President for aa explanation of what appeared to 
him to be an inexplicable situatioa, seeing that the Executivé had decided, for 
reasons which appeared safficient for them, to send a form of ultimatum with 
regard to the Chief Rabdi's Authority many weeks ago, why and by whose 
authority it bad been witbheld, and why individuals had taken it upon themselves 
to send a telegram to the Chief Rabbi to the effect that the letter was not 
authoritative. 

The PRESIDENT, in replying to the "many questions that had been raised, 
explained that the letier was originally the outcome of the general dissatis{action 
that prevailed at the Chief Kabbi's attitude in local ecclesiastical and communal 
affairs. The sabject in its many aspects was discussed at am executive meeting, 
and it was unanimously agreed that a fetter, in the terms of the resolution which 
had been read, should be sent to Dc. Hertz. Similar steps having in the mein 
time b:ing taken by the other Congregations, it was deemed advisable to take 
joint action, A formal, letter was drawa up and signed by the respective 
presidents. [t seemed, however, that the Beth Hamedrash Hagodel Congregation, 
seeking a particular favour from the Chief Rabbi, sought to delay the sending of 
the letter. -The question had been further considered at thie last meeting of (he 
Council some few weeks ago, and it was then decided that the letter shoul be 
sent, subject to the approval of the Rev. M,. Abrahams. 

Mr. S. Woterson (Treasurer) explained that the original resolution, a5 
proposed by him, mainly sought proper recdgnition of the Leeds Beth Din by the 
Chief Rabbi. It seemed, however, that that resolution ‘had developed for some 
cogent reason into a joint manifesto from all the Leeds Congregations. 

Mr. Victor Licutrman, J.P., vigorously condemned the letter and (be 
action of all those associated with it. _ His first intimation of its existence wis 
whea he received a telegram from the Chief Rabbi, requesting him and the Kev 
M. Abrahams to come up to London on the subject. He held no brief for lc 
Hertz, but he felt that that was a disgrace to Leeds that it should lead a revolt 
against the head of the ministry. It would, indeed, be a black day for the Leed> 
Community, aod also the general community, when individual seciioas took upon 
themselves to decide matters of paramount importaace. [f there ex:sied just 
grounds for complaint (and he did not say that there did not) there were other

STATEMENT BY THE CHIEF RABBI. 


In view of the seriousness of the proceedings reporied above, we asked the 
Chef Rabbi to favour us with a statement uponthe matter. Dr. Hertz has accord. 
ingly authorised us to say that he has invariably granted the fullest local autonomy 
io every provincial Beth Din, but only in regard to purely local questions. He 
-annot consent to such a demand in matters which affect the honour, good name, 
and safety of the whole of Anglo-Jewry. 

To this latter class of questions, he said, belongs that of so called “ war. 
ministers.” As Dr. Hertz explained in his letter, which appeared in the JEWISH 
CyrONICLE On November 16th, entitled “The Chief Rabbi's Procedure,” he 
cues the minister's certificate upon which exemption from military service can 
be claimed only to such as are genuine officials, of regular congregations, and not 
io those men—some of them pursuing doubtful callings—who bave become 
ministers for the obvious purpose of evading the Conscription Act. Every 
clamant is given by the Chief Rabbi the benefit of any reasonable 
doubt, because it is neither his intention, nor is it consistent with 
hs policy, to drive bond-fide synagogue officials into the Army -« 
bot be cannot and will not connive at the obtaining of exemption for 
2 man whom he knows to be a “shirker” under the cloak of religion. 
Unhappily, one. or two Rabbis have taken a far less defensible view of 
their clear daty, regarded either in accordance with Jewish or with English 
law.

ment for his decision in cases of such false claimanis, he has uncompromisingly ;

He felt sure that the principal aim of the Zionists was to provide a National 
Home for those portions of the Jewish people who wished to escape the 
possibilities in the future of such oppression and ill-treatment as they had

ALL AND EVERY SECTION OF OPINION 
in the Jewish people could work together for the establishment in Falestine of 
such a home, so as to make it a triumphant success. 

Tt had often been said that the re-peopling of Palestine by the Jews was 
bound to fail in so far as they were not an agricultural people, but they might 
dismiss that fear from their minds in view of the success of the great Jewish 
agricultural colonies which were established in Palestine before the war. 
(Cheers.) The only thing necessary to achieve success in the movement was a 
thoroughly up-to-date organisation for the development of the land, and for 
the. guidance and selection of the settlers, who must act as pioneers, 
The aims-of what now appeared to be antagonistic bodies of opinion, seemed 
to him to be so similar that he felt sure that when those: objects had 
been properly examined in the light of experience they would find, 
sooner or later, that a common ground would present itself for all of 
those professing these apparently divergent opinions to work together in a 
common effort to make the re-settlement of Palestine a great and lasting 
success, (Cheers.) Lord Rothschild then moved the following resolution : 

“That this mass meeting, representing all sections of the Jewish Com- 
munity in the United Kingdom, conveys to His Majesty's Government an 
expression of hea: (felt gratitude for their Declaration in favour of the estab- 
lishment in Palestine of a national home for the Jewish people. It assures 
His Majesty's Government that their historic action in support of the national 
aspirations of the Jewish people has evoked among Jews the most profound 
sentiments of joy. This meeting further pledges its utmost endeavours to give 
its whole-hearted support to the Zionist cause.”

Is 
God then a robber?" The young Rabbi looked puzzled and cast bis eyes 
on the ground, at a lossfor an answer. A stranger stepped forward and 
said: “ Rabbi, some robbers broke into my house last night; they stole an 
earthenware vessel, and leftin its place a golden vase.” “ It is well said,” 
exclaimed the Congregation. The author took this story from Talmudic 
sources, where by way of explanation it is added: “‘ God tock a rib from 
Adam, but in return gave him a wife and partner for life.” The Talmud, 
by this story, may have intended todefend the Jewish conception of God, 
but it remains to serve another purpose. It is an unmistakable evidence 
of the jewish appreciation of woman. Woman is part and partner of man; 
such is the teaching of the Hebrew Scriptures. She is not his inferior but 
his equal; not his slave, but his helpmeet; not his toy, but his companion ; 
not his plaything, but his wife. The Jew, from the earliest times, accorded 


to woman an exalted position, and a high function in social and religious 


life. Nothing can be more unreasonable than the claim so frequently ° 


made that not until Christianity became firmly established did any religion 
grant woman her just due. (enerations before Christianily was dreamt of, 
ages before the nations that nowrulethe world had emerged from the darkness 
of barbarism, centuries before the countries that are now powerful were 
populated by civilised beings, the writers of the Bible and the Rabbis of the 
Talmud had recognised woman's worth and granted her many of the 
privileges of which earlier man had deprived her by the exercise of brute 
force. It is impossible to read 
THE BIBLE AND THE TALMUD 

intelligently and sympathetically without being compelled to conclude that 
their authors believed it to be the willof Godthat man and woman sbould 
be the complement to each other; that man should be power, and woman 
beauty; that he should be strength, and she love. The Book that insisted 
that “man should leave his father and his mothér and cleave 
to his wife,” not to his wives; that designed man and woman 
by marriage to form an ideal unity; that commanded children 


to honour father and mother, and reverence motber and father ~ 


that recognised woman's right to inheril the estates of a deceased. father ; 
that permitted woman to administer the highest affairs of state; that drew 
for the world the most sublime picture of the virtuous woman in the last 
chapter of ‘Proverbs—that Book, the Bible, has sufliciently established its 
claim to baving recognised, woman's wortb. The Talmud is equally 
emphatic in this respect. The position granted to women in 
the Hebrew Scriptures is all the more remarkable whea we reflect 
on her status. among the contemporaries of ancient Israel. Among 
the nations surrounding Judea woman was little more than a chattel. Both 
in Greece andin Rome, for centuries both before and after the introduction 
of Christianity, woman was not treated with cousideration. In. Rome 
the matron was always a minor. There are many passages in the New 
Testament tbat seem to refute the claim made by theologians that it was 
Christianity that first afforded woman the opportunity for progress. Paul 
taught: “ Let woman learn in all silence, with all subjection. I suffer not 
woman to teach, nor to usurp authority over the husband, but to be silent. 
Let your women keep silence in the churches, for at is oot permitted unto 
them to speak ; and if they will learn anything, let them ask their husbands 
at. home.”

the buman family will cherish such character$’ as Miriam, the ancient 
Jewish prophetess; Deborah, the just judge and mother ia Israel ; 
Hannah, the self-devoted mother, who consecrated her only son, from his 
birth, to the service of God; Huldah, the preacher and teacher; 
Esther, who overthrew the scheming and rabid anti-Semite ; 
Judith, the brave widow, who risked her life and reputation 
in. defence of her people; Hannah, .the bravest afd  saintliest 
of Maccabean mothers. One may read the literatures of many 
nations and fail to find more notable examples of pious, learned, 
gentle women than are to be found in the Talmud; and in all history no 
truer acts of heroism than are recorded of the mothers and daughters of 
Israel. During ages of persecution they kept their homes pure, and urged 
their husbands and sons to refuse the blandishments of the world rather 
than be false to their faith. It is well known that in Spain, when many a 
man would have yielded to the bitter oppression of the Church, it was the 


the Jews with death unless they would yield to baptism, the mothers of 
Israel called their husbands and children together, and asked them to slay 
them and then to commit suicide. In the beginning of the sixteenth 
century, we read, no less than one hundred thousand women and girls, 
having weighted themselves with stones, sought death ia the Moselle rather 
than prove perfidious to the religion of Israel, The Jewish woman in the 
past has beeti a worthy descendant of the Bible and Talmud héroines, and 
to her fidelity, devotion, and deep religious sentiment the Jew owes his 
existence to-day. Of the Jewish woman of modern times it is conceded, 
even by the enemies of Israel, that she displays an elevated character. 
Taking her class for class she need not hide her face in shame. We shall 
not find among all the peoples of the world nobler examples of conjugal 
fidelity, maternal devotion, filial piety, and sisterly affection than among 
Jewish women. Hitherto the Jewish woman has fed the fires of religion 
with all the devotion of a vestal; she has reared her child in the fear of 
God and in respect for the law; she has made sacrifices innumerable for

Declarations and Demonstrations. 


To the Editor of the Ji wish CHRONICLE, 

Sin,—December 2nd.—lIt is a strange topsy-turvydom, this Zionism 
I have not been to the London Opera House to-day, and I shall not trouble 
you this week with lengthy extracts from my Log-book. You will want all 
your space for the speeches and the cheering. But who would have 
thought, a few years ago, say, when Mr. Leopold de Rothschild and the 
first Baron Swaythling were alive, that “A fewish Demonstration” would 
be advertised to thank the British Goverrtment, at which the present 


Lord Rothschild would represent the Rothschilds, and Mr. Herbert 
Samuel, the Samuel-Montagus. What would they have made 
of the voluntary and conspicuous abstention of Major Lionel, now 


the head of the firm, and of Swaythling, who, 


more prominently 


the present Lord 
than Mr. Samuel, represents his family in the 
synagogue? It is a fitting setting to this picture that Dr. Adler's 
successor as Chief Rabbi should be lending his countenance to a 
movement which stirred the late reverend Chief to written and spoken 
protest, and that Mr. Israel Zangwill should be permitted to support him. 
I venture to think that the organisers of this so-called ° Jewish” demon- 
stration should have sought to reconcile their differences with Jews before 
publicly parading-their alienatten from so many of their coreligionists. 
They are in a vast hurry to “make capital out of Zion,” as Mr. Zangwill 
once phrased it, more candidly than elegantly. Did they read extracts, 
+ wonder, at the London Opera House to-day from Mr. Zangwill’s 
“Dreamers in Congress” (“Dreamers of the Ghetto?’ 1898)? There 
is some interesting matter there for our. consideration nineteen years 
after. We read there of the President of the Congress, the late Dr. 
Theodor Herzl; whose “strength’’ Mr. Zangwill discovered “in his 
very ignorance of the people he would lead and the country he would lead 
them to.” And Mr. Zangwill noted his “ admission that his Zionist fervour 
is only that second-rate species produced by local anti-Semitism.” It is 
the same admission noted by Mr. Montefiore in the Inquirer the other day, 
and disputed (or, at least, camouflaged) by the leading article in last Friday's 
JEWISH CHRONICLE: a damaging admission for the Zionists, but very 
abundantly documented. “Of Jews he knows still less,” wrote Mr. 
Zangwill in 1898, than of agricultural conditions in Palestine; “ nor has he 
any sympathetic conception of the mystic religious hopes of generations ot 
zealots. . . . Palestine, indeed, but an afterthonght: an aspiration of 
unsuspected strength. . . . Yet since there is this longing for Palestine, 
let us make capital of it—capital that will return its safe percentage.”’ And, 
appropriately, Mr. Zangwill reported that Dr. Herzl “ stept from the tribune 
amid a roar of Hochs.” Such was the Herzlian prelude to the orchestra 
in the London Opera House to-day. I shall be interested to listen to 
the envoi. 

Some persons affect (with a disingenuous pose of affectation) to be in 
doubt about the objects of the League of British Jews. One writes to the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE to ask why its “real objects are being guarded in a 
private and confidential manner.’’ Personally, 1 have read with attention 
the open and straightforward statements of the founders of the League. and 
find them quite’ clear and to the point. Another writer (Rabbi Dr. S. 
Daiches) is anxious to know “if a Jew born in this country, who happens to 
be an agnostic or an atheist,’ can become a member of the League. As 

its membership is confined to “ British subjects professing the Jewish, 
religion,” I should say- that the answer. is-in the negative. Further, 
the learned Rabbi makes a mare’s-nest of the perspicuous words 
British subjects.”’ They designate only ‘‘a political allegiance,” he remarks, 
as if it were an original discovery. As far as I understand the objects 
of the League, one of them is to resist the allegation that Jews constitute a 
separate political nationality. British Jews of.any British nation (England, 
South Africa, Ireland, New Zealand, and the rest) own political allegiance 
as * British subjects” only, and take their stand on the formula of the 
Emancipation era, that they are (politically) British. subjects professing 
(religiously) the Jewish faith. Jew is not a national term. ‘here is no 
political Jewish.people. A ‘‘ national’ home in Palestine is not compatible 
with British subjecthood. 

Alas, for these declarations and demonstrations! “Je m’ai rien a 


- déclarer,” we used to say with a goed conscience at the French customs- 


house ; and the Jewish pilgrim to Zion, armed with the passport of the 

Hebrew Prophets, looks forward to the manumission of his religion from 

the eager grasp of the neo-Zionists, and to the days to come after the war 

when the Declaration-and the conseyuent Demonstration will be cleared of 
the political atmosphere which seems to be engendered by war-fever.

The Council gave permission to the Kev. S. Lipson to retain bis appointment 
as Jewish Visitor under the Asylums Committee of the London County Council, 
and to the Rev. W. Esterson to act as Superintendent*of the Senrab Street 
Keligion Classes under the Jewish Rehgious Education Board, for a period of one 
year. 

It was resolved to grant a sum. not exceeding /30 to the East London 
Synagogue from the Genera! Account towards the expenses of the Sabbath after- 
noon special services for working men anc women. It was reported that these 
services were beiter attended during the last three years than in former times, 
and thanks were accorded to the ladies and gentlemen who had rendered 
assistance at the services held at the Jews’ Free School, Great Assembly fiall, 
Toplady Hall, Jewish Lads’ Club, and the Children’s Services. 

THE FEDERATION AND THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE, 

According to an arrangement made in 1901, the Federation of Synagogues 
sent two representatives to the Conjoint Flour Committee of the United and 
Spanish and Portuguese Synagogues. It had been agreed between the two 
bodies that, in connection with the distribution of Matzoth to the poor, the 
Federation should receive or be liable for one-eighth of the profits or losses. A 
deficit arose on the Matzoth account for 1916-17, and the Federation disavowed 
their obligation in connection therewith. The Chairman, therefore, asked tbe 
Council to adopt the following resolution :— 

That the action of the Conjoint Flour Committee be approved and the excess pay- 

ment of £169 Is. 7d. made by the Treasurers of the United Synagogue over the vote of 
the Council for Matzoth for 1916-17 be ratified, and that in future the duty of dealing 
with the poor of the Federation of Synagogues shali fyrm no part of the functions of the 
Overseers of the Poor. 
{t the course of his remarks, Mr. Woolf said that for many years they had worked 
io harmony with the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogye and the Federation of 
Synagogues. But Lord Swaythling seemed to think it would be better for them 
to separate. He (Mr. Woolf} did not think the present was the time for separa- 
tion. He suggested that there might be somebody on the Federation who was 
working antagonistically and for his own personal ends, and nox for the good of. 
the Federation and the Community. That spirit was damning to their people. 
(Hear, bear.) The United Synagogue had been willing to meet the representa- 
tives of the Federation, but this the latter did not desire, and they had made the 
matter an opportunity for threatening to withdraw from the Committee, 

Mr. J. M. Lissack said that by acting as Mr. Woolf suggested they would 
be eausing dissension and disputes. He moved as an amendment that all words 
alter “vatified” be deleted. He said the report did not deal with the real 
grievance of the Federation. The representatives of the Federation did not in 
any way wish to shirk their liabilities. The United Synagogue had always been 
anxious to bring into union wealthy synagogues, but the poorer ones were beld 
aloof until the late Lord Swaytbling took an interest in the East End of London. 
The synagogues underthe Federation could vie truly in regard to Judaism with 
apy one of the United Synagogue congregations. (Some cheers.) Were they, 
as a Council, in cold blood going to cut adrift a body that had done so much 
good? (Cries of “No”.) Neither party bad erred on the side of courtesy and 
diplomacy, and Mr. Woolf had made an allegation against scmeone on the 
Federation which would have to be explained or withdrawn. 

A discussion followed, in which Mr. Mark Moses, J.P, Alderman Howard 
]. Walford and Mr. Leopold Frank took part. Capt. Isidore Salmon suggested 
that the last part of the resolution be deleted, and the matter adjourned until it 
had been considered by the Hon. Officers. : | 

Mr. Lissack agreed to withdraw bis amendment, if Capt. Salmon's sugges- 
tion were adopted, A considerable amount of feeling was expressed upon the 
matter, but it was Ginally decided that the Honorary Officers should do their best 
to endeavour to put the matter right with the Federation.

who represent, or who have led the repregentation of the Zionist movement of 
this country, to offer to you, and to all Zionists, my hearty congratulations on 
the event which you are celebrating to-day. (Cheers.) And perhaps you will 
allow me to mention in connection with these congratulations, not only your 
Chairman, but also M. Nahum Sokolow and Dr. C. Weizmann, who Have done 
so much. for the cause that we all have at heart this afternoon. Surely all of us 
must feel what a very striking gathering the present one is. The keynote 
of our meeting this afternoon is liberation. (Cheers) We welcome 
among us not only the many thousands of Jews that I see, but also 
representatives of the Arabian and Armenian races who are also in this great 
struggle struggling to be free. (Hear, bear.) Our wish is that Arabian countries 
shall be for the Arabs, Armenia for the Armenians, and Judea for the Jews. 
(Applause.) Yes, and let us add, ifit can be so, let Turkey, real Tarkey, be for 
the Turke. I should like to be allowed to say that the part that this country ts 
taking in this movement is not a new thing. (Hear, hear.) I venture to claim 
for this country that in sopporting Zionism it bas been merely 


CARRYING OUT 1TS TRADITIONAL POLICY. 

To me, at any rate, it seems that there are two great founda- 
tions upon which the policy of this country has always been based. 
1 believe that they are often described by the two words “ Liberty and Justice.” 
Perhaps, more accurately they may be called the supremacy of the Law and 
Liberty, for, be well assured, if we are ever to obtain that security which we have 
been recently told is soc important for us, if we are ever to lift European civilisa- 
tion and national! relations in Europe out of the anarchy in which they at present 
are, it must be by the same means by which we have secured liberty and happi- 
ness in each country, namely, by the supremacy of J.aw. And it was because the 
vasion of Belgium, the lawless invasion of Belgium, was felt by the true 
instincts of the British people to beanattack upon the principle of Law, becausethey 
recognised that that was a real blow at the heart of civilisation, that they felt 
then, and they feel now, that until that outrage has been expiated it is impossible 
even to think of talking of the terms of peace (Cheers). As for the second founda- 
tion of which I have spoken, and which bas more practical bearing on our pro- 

ceedings this afternoon, may I say this, we hear a great deal of a new word: 

SELF-DETERM!NATION.” 
Well, I dont know that it is a new thing. Tt certainly is not sew 
in the British Empire. The Empire bas always striven to give to all the 
peoples that make it up the fullest measure of self-government of which they are 
capable. (Hear, hear). We have always striven to give to all peoples within 
our bounds complete liberty and equality before the Law. (Hear, hear.) We 
are adjured to respect the principle of sel!-determination, but ] say that the 
3ritish Empire -was the first organisation to teach that principle toe the world, and 
one of the great causes for which we are in this war is to secure to a!) peoples the 
right to govern themselves and to work out their own destiny, irrespectiveof the 
threats and menaces of their greater neighbour. (Hear, hear). Oneof the great 
steps—in my judgment, in some ways the greatest step, we have taken in carrying 
out this principle is the recognition of Zionism. Thisis the frst constructive effort 
that we have made in what I hope will! be the new settlement of the world after 
ihe war, (Cheers.) 1 do not say that that is the only thing involved. It is 
noi only. the recognition of amationality, it is much more than that. It has great 
underlying ideals of which you will hear this aftérnoon and of which it would be 
impertinent of me to speak. It is, indeed, not the birth of a nation, for the Jewish 
nation through centuries of oppression and captivity have preserved their sent: 
ment of nationality as few peoples could; but if ¥ is not the birth of a nation, ! 
believe we may say it is the rebirth ofa nation. (Applause). 1 don't like to 
prophesy what ultimate results that great event may have, but for myself I 
believe it will have a far reaching influence on the history of the world and con- 
sequences which none can foresee on the future history of the human race. 
{Loud cheers. }

Mr. HERBERT SAMUEL, M.P., who received an enthusiastic welcome, 


sail :—I rejoice whole-heartedly in the pronouncement that has been made by 


the British Government with respect to Palesting. It is a policy wbich for nearly 
three years I have urged in the Cabinet and out of the Cabinet at every oppor- 
tanity that arose, (Cheers.) The fears and the doubis which this policy +has 
evoked are, I firmly believe, unfounded. 


THREE COND! TIONS 


must indeed be observed in any new developments that may take place -in 
Palestine. In the first place, there must be full, just recognition of the rights 
of the Arabs, who now constitute the majority of the population of that country. 
Secondly, there must be a reverent respect for the Christian and Mohammedan 
Holy places, which in all eventualities should always remain in the contro) 
and charge of representatives of those faiths. (Cheers.) In the third place, 
there must be no attempt now or in the future to establish anything in the 
nature of political authority from Palestine over the Jews scattered in other 
countries of the world, who must probably always remain the great majority 
of the Jewish race, There should be no disturbance, large or smal), 
direct or indirect, in their national status or in their national rights and duties 
im the countries of which they are, or should be, full and equal citizens. 
On all these matters there is no divergence of opinion in any quarter, and the 
controversies that bave taken place, I venture to think, are disputes over differ- 
ences that do not exist. The reason why, for my own part, I support the policy 
which we are here to-day to approve and celebrate, are chiefly these. First, it

For liberty to be certain ia 
Palestine, you must have guarantees that no savage races shall return there, 
You want to see Armenia free because you want to know that all people are 
free, ou want to know the Arab is free, because he is, and always will be, 
your oeighbour. Lastly, [ would also say this: I look forward through 
difficulty and through pain to see Armenia free, and to prove the inevitable 
triumph of right over the greatest might that there may be. I look to see the 
Arab civilisation restored once more in Pagdad and ia Damascus, and I look te 
see the return of Israel, with his majesty and toleragce, liushing mockery 
and dispelling doubt; and all three nations giving out to the world the good that 
God has infused intothem. (Loud cheers)

Tue HAdam said he stood before them not as a new Zionist, but as an old 
friend.

But Zionism was neither a local question on ‘lid it aftect English 
lewry, except in a very small proportion It wasa moveuent which aftected 
the whole of the race. Every Jew, therefore, wherever he might be, was united 
in that sentiment of gratitude. They were there, representing the feeling which 
animated the Jews of all the world. Therein lay the greatness of the British 
Goverament—that it had lifted the problem from its local geographical 
character and given to it that universally valued importance which they attached 
tort. But 

WHAT ZIONISM STANDS FOR 
must be clearly apprehended, and also what the declaration of the British 
Government was expected to embody. The term “National Home” was a 
circumlocution of .be original word which formed part of the Basle programme, 
the foundation stone of Zionism, and that word had been chosen when no 
definite political meaning could be assigned to it, Circumstances had changed 
It was for them to give to the word ils true original meaning. Whiat they 
wished to obtain in Palestine was not merely aright to establish colonies, or

wise instinct that led to our shores the immortal founder of Zionism, Dr. Herz!; 
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sense of the word. They wanted Palestine to be Palestine of the Jews and not 
mere'y a Palestine for Jews. They wished the land to be again what it was in 
olden times and what it had been for Jews in their prayers and in their Bible— 
a land of Israel. The ground must be theirs. (Cheérs.) They stood, indeed, 
as a people for the same programme as British statesmen were standing to-day 
in a /argersphere, -Jews stood for 
REFARATION, RESTITUTION, AND GUARANTEES— 

icheers)—and it wasin the very application of those principles that tbe great- 
ness and importance of the Declaration of the British Government stood out so 
luminously. England owed to Jews no reparation. Here they had liberty, 
full freedom, equality of right and equality of duty, and they had risen to the. 
responsibility which had thus been placed upon them. For many of them there 
bad their children now fighting the battles of England. But the British 
Government bad now made itself the champion of reparation to the 
Jewish people for the wrongs done to them by the world. It bad 
made itself a champion, too, of the restitution of the land to our 
nation for whom it is the old inheritance, and it had given them 
@ guarantee—security of tenure, independence, of right and freedom 
of action as a people, in their ancient land. The establishment of a Jewish 
Commonwealth in the land of their fathers would also consolidate and clarify 
the position of the rest of the Jews throughout the world. (Hear, hear.) He 
believed thata new world was to arise in which the Jew as Jew would find himself 
a free man. In conclusion, he reminded them of an old legend which told that 
when the Temple was destroyed the stones split into splinters and each one 
entered the heart of a Jew. It was this memorial of our fallen nation which 
the Jew carried in his bosom, and which bent his back. But they were

SHANK IsmMa then addressed the meeting. He spoke in

They had 
been scattered and confounded as the Jews had been, and now began to arise, 
fortified with the sense of martyrs. He hoped that Palestine would again flow 
witD milk and honey. (Cheers).

MR. ZANGWILL. 
Mr. ZANGWILL, who was received with loud and prolonged cheers 


On sing, in supporting the resolution said: In. my capacity of President 
of the Jewish Territorial Organisation, I have been honoured with an 
invitation tO appear on your platform on this momentous occasion. In that 
capacity | have often criticised your leaders. But to-day lam here not for 
criticism but for congratulation and co-operation. 1 congratulate them, and 
especially Dr. Weizmann and M. Sokolow, upon their bistoric achievement in 
the region of diplomacy. To see that this is followed by a similar achievement 
in the more cifficult region of practice is the duty of all Israel. Parti ularly is 
it the duty of the Ito, founded as it was to procure a territory upon an autono- 
mous basis. For the Ito to oppose any really practicable plan for a Jewish 
territory would be not cnly treason to the Jewish people, but to its own pro- 
gramme. And as a first-fruit of the friendly negotiations with Zionism, which 
began in July, 1 am happy to be able to join with you this afternoon in welcom- 
ing the sympathy of the Government with Jewish aspirations. 

Bat 1 do not come to the Government, as Lord Morley tells us the Kaiser 
came to him, with mock salaams and marks of Oriental obeisance, for I have 
tong maintained that after a war for liberty and the rights of small nations this 
very reparation was due to that unhappy, scattered, and divided people which 
bas bled and suffered with all the belligerents. And as an English-born citizen 
J am proud that my country by this pro-Jewish ‘manifesto has wiped out the 
stain of her alliance with thefallen Pharaoh. But whatever the general Jewish 
gratitude for this extension of

the Jews in Turkey and other now enemy countries are as loyal to their father- 
Jands as we to ours, and we who stand here can have no claim to pledge the 
.race to any Power or Powers. All we can say is that happily the vast majority 
are concentrated in those Allied and democratic countries with which they are 


‘in natural affinity. Particularly close is their affinity with the English. 


} am not referring to the theory of the Anglo-Israelites that the 
English are the Lost Ten Tribes, though I observe, in passing, how strange itis 
ibat while some Jews are so anxious to be accounted Englishmen, some English? 
men are so anxious to be accounted Israelites. But it is not surprising that the 
nation whose noble version of our Scriptures has made the Bible almost a 
British possession, sbould vibsate to Jewish national aspirations. Was it not an 
Englishwoman, George Eliot, who invented Zionism, and who, five years before 
even Pinsker, marvellously interpreted the yet unborn?

But it is not only a Jewish national home that our people needs. There j< 
the further and not less momentous principle which Jewry has of late united in 
demanding—equality of rigbts with their fellow-citizens in every country for 
ail Jews who may be unable or unwilling to take up the new citizenship in 
Palestine. (Cheers) This principle is the more important inasmuch as, ov: of 
our thirteen or fourteen million Jews, 


ONLY A SMALL MINORITY 


can possibly return to Palestine in any foreseeable period. Indeed, but for the 
fact that the Russian Revolution has in all probability brought freedom to the 
six million Jews of Russia, I should still consider Palestine an utterly inadequate 
territory, and Galveston as still the one gate of hope. But as 
things providentially are, the same programme can combine a 
national home for the minority in Palestine with freedom and diversity of 
political status for the majority without. One would have thought that such a 
statesmanlike solution of both aspects of the Jewish question would find all 
Israel contented. But no! the words “Jewish National Home” offend the 
patriotism of certain leading British Jews. They are so very English, you see. 
You will perhaps remember the escaped German officer who took up his abode 
ina London Hotel. He spoke English perfectly, he wore immaculate English 
clothes, be gave a genuine London address. Only, instead of writing, say, 55, 
Park Lane, he wrote Park Lane, 55. And that littledifference gave him away. 
So you may see English-born Jews, bred at English public schools and English 
universities, sometimes in the English public service; sometimes even married 
into old English families, yet betrayed as un-English by just one point——they are 
against the rise of that Jewish State, with which every true Englishman 


sympathises, (Cheers and laughter.) 


But let us not be unfair to these British Jews. Ifthey protest too much, yet 
their protestations are not without reason. A burnt child dreads the fire, and 
Israel has a long memory of persecution and misunderstanding: Even to-day, 
when our sons are dying for England, anti-Semitic organs unite with irre- 
sponsible Zionists to proclaim that we are no true citizens; that here we 
have no abiding city. Apparently all jews outside Palestine. are to be 
merely protected by their consul from Jerusalem—two millions, say, in Paics- 
tine protecting twelve millions outside; a small tail indeed to wag ‘so large a 
dog. ‘We Territoriatists have always repudiated such political utopiaoism 
from the first our formula ran “To procure a territory upon an autonomous 
basis for those Jews who cannot or will not remain in the lands in which they 
at present live.” Tor those and for those only. Not for those who can or will 
remain in their present lands. With these there may be a spiritual connec- 
on. there cannot be a political. And to-day, when-—to quote your great 
leader, Max Nordau (loud cheering)—"“the period of rhetoric is over—the 
hour of deeds is approaching ”"—I am glad to have the assurance of the 
Zionist leaders here that they uvoreservedly accept the Government'sstipulation 
that ‘nothing shall be done which may prejudice

enjoyed by Jews in any other country.” Once Zionism is established on this 
sound basis. not only does its formula become identical with the Ito's, bat I 
can see no reason why all Israel shou!d not co-operate with both Organisations 
in developing Palestine as a Jewish National Home for those Jews who can or 
will go there. To diminish the risks of confusion, let Palestine be called Jucwa, 
and let the Jews who adopt its citizership be called Jud#ans. Then all the 
others will remain as before, Jews—Jews of whatever political allegiance they 
choose. A national home in Palestine—freedom and equal rights everywhece 
else: bere surely is a platform that can unite all Israel. 


And, despite the grumbling, itis uniting them. Theyareall coming to you, some 
of course are upset (laughter) ; the captivity had lasted nearly two thousand ycars, 
they had hoped it would last their time. Still, they are coming—you may even 
hope for Sir Francis Montefiore! (Laughter.) Josephus tells us that Jerusalem 
fell through Jewish faction ; if Jewish concord could bring about its restoration, 
the city torn from the Turk, after exactly four hundred years of that Lord of 
Misrule, would be already ours. For, to-day, all roads lead to Zion. Inthat park 
of strange beasis which you, my Lord, are reputed to keep, there may be such 
an animal as an absolute anti-Zionist. But 1 have never metone. Even those 
believed to be your bitterest enemies have formed a League of British Jews, 
and one of its objects is “ To facilitate the settlement in Palestine of such Jews 
as may desire to make Palestine their home.” This comes auspiciously near 
our proposed common platform. tn fact, if Zionism is the Left or Radical 
Wing of Palestinism, the British League is merely the Right or Cofiservative. 
The Ito, which constitutes the Centre, may, perhaps, after all, prove

between the two parties. Medio tutissimus. This is the day of Alliances. 
Zionism, like all other Powers, needs Allies. But they must be Allies who come to 
help and not to betray. (Cheers.) At this very moment a mee!ing of 
the Maccabeans—probably under the inspiration of the JewisH 
is considering how to unite all parties in Palestine work. But let us be clear 
what that work is. It is not a mere question of Palestine immigration; 1's 4 
question of a national home on an autonomous basis. The Jewish idea! pro- 
claims not merely Leshanah habaa bey'rushalayim—" next year in Jerusa- 
lem”—it says also Leshanah habaa beni chorin-—“next year, sons of 
Freedom.”- John Hay, when told that certain peoples were not fit forautonomy, 
replied, “No people is fit for anything else.” I do net say this autonomy 
must come at a bound. Though, in my opinion, the boldest 
way is always the best, and responsibility is a people's best educator, yet | am 
prepared to make all possible concessions to circumstances and historv. But 
unless the Palestine colonisation is so planned that it must eventually produce 
the national autonomous home, I, for one, will not devote my limited strength 
to such a mockery of Jewish aspirations. The times are too serious and tragic 
for such trifling, Mount Zion isin labour. Shall it produce a mouse > No, 
it must produce a lion—the lion of Judah. 


I have done my best to allow for the morbid psychology of the British 
Jews, for the shell-shock that our unhappy bistory bas produced on their 
nervous system. But if Palestine comes under Britain, what becomes of thet 
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apprehensions ? Why the Palestine Jews can come into their very League of 
British Jews! And if Palestine is 
NEUTRALISED OR INTERNATIONALIS! D, 

i. can never develop those military possibilities which alone make a people 
suspicious to its neighbours, But the most important consideration which our 
friends of the Right have overlooked is that everything is in the melting-pot ; 
that the bad old world we have known is not the world we shall live in after 
the war; that there may even be a League of the Nations. (Hear, hear.) For 
think to what this old system of mutually hostile States has brought our planet. 
Saul slew his thousands and David his ten thousands, but to-day the Angel 
of Death does not suffice for the volume of destruction. He hascommandeered 
all the other angels into his service—the angels of fire and the angels of air— 
he has conscripted the very cherabim. There is death in the heavens 
above and the earth beneath, andin the waters under the earth. 
civilisation shrivel up one another with spirted flames or boiling oil. Millions 
wander and perish—in Poland no child under seven has been left alive—one 
Serbian in every four is dead, one of every two Armenians. Thousands of 
women have been dishonoured, the camps of captives, the hospitals of the 
wounded, are numbered by the myriad; plagues, famine, and civil war ravage 
the peoples ; the cities are full of the crippled and blinded, the whole earth 
groaneth and travaileth. 

If we thought that all this was only to end inthe same old world, life would 
hardly be worth living. Where there is no vision, says the Biblical sage, the 
people perish. I say that without the vision of

the whole world will perish. And this vision is no mere dream of poets or 
dilettanti, It is the sober aspiration of statesmen like Mr. Asquith, like Lord 
Bryce, ike Lord Lansdowne—(cheers)—like President Wilson, like the greatest 
personality the war has revealed, | mean General Smuts.

AN EAST-ENDER’'S IMPRESSIONS. 


Sunday's gathering was not merely a big demonstration, it was a gieat 
cevelation—it revealed new Jewish faces and powerful Jewish national! feeling in 
bitherto unsuspected quarters. For once-—and one hopes it will be for always— 
all sorts and conditions of Jews have thrown off the strange, beavy veil that so 
carefully concealed their Jewishness. 

The revelation began early in the day, when Jews from all parts of the great 
metropolis started on their way to the derech-hamelech, asan acquaintance, who 
never neglects an opportunity to speak in Hebrew, aptly called the Kingsway. 

Naturally the East, invariably first and foremost where a mifsvah is con- 
cerned, was astir pretty early, and before noon, unmindful of lunch, crowds of 
Jews were seen swiftly hurrying Westwards. | 

Around the Opera House—that magnificent building on which a Jew 
expended so much energy and money to render other than Songs of Zion—the 
huge crowd patiently passed the bours in ventilating their views on al! possible 
subjects, but the chief topic'was Zionism. There was a good deal of scepticism 
4S to whether the ers arinounced were really going to be present, which only 
showed the extent of mind that even dared to doubt advertisements ' 

There were no police—teal police—though many specials who probably had 
ot yet learnt to specialise ; hence the tremendous rush. The big building was 
Crammed within a few minutes, to the great disappointment of the many thousands 
that remained wistfully behind. “Once inside, the whole gathering was united by 
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one band—the band in white and blue—which encircled the whole building 
OVP PRI” band of hope for two thousand years 

But the great revelation of the day was Mr. Herbert Samue!. The weighty 
utterance of Lord Robert Cecil impressed the gatheritig beyond words, but, 
strange as it may seem, it did not surprise them. They havelearnt toexpect more 
sympathy for the Jewish National ideal from non-Jews. But Mr. Samuel 
thrilled them. Like his namesake of old, his duty to his oeople called bim, and 
there he was answering—‘33". People rubbed their eyes. Was it really the ex-Home 
Secretary that was talking so eloquently about the national! Jewish wenius in exile 
and about the need of a home for the Jewish spirit? Incredible! Had he fallen 
under the spell of Achad Ha'am, who was on the platform not far from him, or 
bad he caught the enthusiasm of Nahum Sokolow, who was stil! nearer to bim? 

I saw tears on the cheeks of one Jew when Mr. Samuel concluded his sho 
Oration with AKSA Aw. 

“ What do you think of it?” I asked him, 

“ Marvellous!” he replied. 

Bat, surely you could not understand it 


I said 
‘True he replied. 


“I could not understand al! lie said, but / felr: 

And he really did. He, no doubt, felt like Jacob on finding that bis son 
Joseph was alive. In Herbert Samuel's speech and presence he saw the assertion 
of a true Jewish soul. 

I saw tears on other faces—on the venerable face of one who had given thirty 
years of his life in Palestine, a pioneer who was now able to see the fruit of his 
pioneer work, and who must have kept repeating to himself Happy is the eye 
who sees this! 

As one beheld the enthusiasm and the vast gathering heard the eloquence 
of the speakers, one could not help thinking of Frug’s tines that Messiah was 
on his way, the long terrible night of the Galuth was lifting, the morning star 
was appearing, the dream of ages was materialising. Never before was 
Hatikvah so eloquent as on that great day of revelation.

Sir, —The generous intentions of the British Government towards {he 
have rightly aroused the sincerest gratitude of our race. It is our duty to rence, 
the form and results of their proposed humane action as beneficial as possible ;, 
both the donors and the recipients thereof. : 

It is perhaps in order that the Government may first obtain views other th. 
those of extremists, that for the present nothing more definite has been offered 
than a “ National Home.” This is, of course, a very vague term, not necessarily 
synonymous with the “ Jewish State,” into which certain enthusiasts immed at ly 
translated the term. 

These same hot-heads would have us believe that any further discussicy ae 
to the advisability of the boon taking the form of a State is superfluous becay<e 
it is a fait accompli. As a matter of fact, the scheme of even a “ Nationa! 
Home ’ has not yet received the official sanciion of our Allies, without whom ihe 
British cannot act. 

It is apparently pretty generally felt that it would be advantageous were 


Palestine to become a buffer State between British territory and that of poss hie 
enemies. It is not necessary at the moment to discuss whether or not |) (> 
State and cockpit may be the same thing differently expressed, but it is mos 


important to consider whether, if Palestine were constituted a State, the popi'a 
tion which it would attract, and the individuals elected by and from that pop. 
lation to govern that State, are likely tobe pro or anti-British and Ally. 

Jews have always, and rightly, protested that they are absoletely loyal to the 
countries to which they owe allegiance. Thus, the British Jews are very ‘ova! 
Britishers, the French loyal Frenchmen, the Italians loyal Italians, the German: 
loyal Germans, and so forth. This being so (and it should be so), it is of the 
utmost importance to kfiow, before it is too late, what is the number of Jews (rom 
each of the separate nationalities likely to settle Permanently in Palestine to form 
the new State. 

It is not a question of where the preponderating financial and verbal supper: 
would be likely to proceed from, bat whence would be drawn, and the calibre 0! 
the actual voters and rulers in Palestine into whose hands would be entrusted the 
guardianship of a British buffer State. 

It is absolutely certain that those who will avail themselves of the welcc:i« 
refuge of such a Home or State will be almost exclusively those of our «ore 
ligionisis who wish to escape from countries where they are persecuted, tho-- 
who have failed to “ make. good ".in those and more favoured countries, av! 
those few whose desire to return permanently to their Holy Land on rel igioi 
grounds outweighs all other considerations. The bulk of those who pray ince: 
santly for the return will as certainly absolutely refrain from budging when ||. 
opportunity is at last giventhem. Others who would go are a few ambitious and 
better educated persons, from Germany, England, and America, who foresee | 
great possibility of power and position assured for themselves where there wo. d 
be so little competition from far more suitable men.

the majority rules) would be drawn. Indubitably from Russia, Poland, German:
